Henry A. Faulkner, charged with perjury 
in connection with the Suburban safe de- 
posit boodle deal, reported to Judge Dug- 
las at the opening of court this morning 
that its members were unable to agree on 
a verdict 

Judge Douglas discharged the jury, 4n- 
nounced a mistrial, and ordered the case 
set for hearing Monday. 

The trial was the twentieth 
boodle cases and the first in 
jury falled to convict.

Faulkner sete Pconvictes on the same 
charge July 25, 1992, but thé verdict was 
reversed ‘by the Sufreme Court and the 
case remanded for new trial. An error 
in Judge Douglas's instructions was the 
basis for reversal.

STARVING GIRLS 
FUSE ALL FOOD 


Rosie and Sarah Kestman Are a Puz- 
zle to All Who Have Seen 
Them. 


The refusal of Rosie and Sarah Kostman 
of 1411 O'Fallon street to partake of food 
offered them after a three-days’ fast has 
nonplussed the palice. 

The girl were arrested at Union Station 
Tuesday evening while seeking to buy half- 
fare tickets to Chicago. 

The girls said they had eaten nothing 
since Monday, and Rosie's condition was 
such that when she refused the food offered 
‘her in the detention room at the Four 
Courts, she was sent to the City Hospital, 
where her condition from the self-imposed 
starvation was said to be critical.

Kostman of 1411 O'Fallon street were at 
the police station reporting the disappear- 
ance of their daughters. ‘hen the report 
was received at the Four Courts the girls 
were asked if they were not the Kostman 

girls, and they admitted their identity. 

Then they changed their story. They 
complained that the wages they were able 
to make at the sweatshop where their 
mother and father were employed were 
so small that they concluded to go to Chi- 
cago.

They had $38 each when arrested.

Eleven Desperate Men, Who Escaped 
From California Penitentiary, Are 
Surrounded by Posses and Their Po- 
sition Will Soon Be Attacked. 


THEY ARE PREPARING TO 
RAID TOWN FOR SUPPLIES 


‘Citizens Are Armed and Authorities 
Believe That the Runaways Must 
Either Surrender or Be Annihilated 
—Pursuers All Crack Shots. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FOLSOM, Cal., , July 29.—Twelve of the 
13 convicts who escaped from the state 
prison here on Monday, are hemmed in 
by a hig posse at Granite Hill. They will 
soon be taken or killed. 

They have taken up a position In the hills 
and entrenched themselves. 

Gatling ‘guns will be secured and turned 
upon the convicts’ position if they do not 
surrender. 

The rain of bullets will be kept up until 
the fugitives surrender or are annihilated. 

The accidental discharge of a pistol by 
one of the convicts. led to the fighting at 
Pilot Hill between the Auburn posse 
and the convicts. The posse was close at 
hand and, when the report of the pistol was 
heard, opened fire in the direction from 
which the report originated. 

Convict J. Allison was shot through the 
abdomen. He immediately shot himsclf 
through the head with a revuiver and 


died in the wagon. 

The convicts then forced J. S. McDon- 
ough, the general overseer, tv stand up 
in the wagon and wave a white handker- 
chief. The posse, as soon as the white 
flag went up, stopped firing for fear of 
killing the hostages. ,.The convicts jumped 
out of the wagon, shielding themselves 
with their captives, and started afoot.

WOMAN'S VISIT

Two Families Lose All Their Posses- 
sions in Blaze Started by 
Incendiary. 


HAD BEEN FLOOD SUFFERERS 


“Heavy Woman” Was Seen Moving 
About in Kitchen Before Fire, 
Which Endangered 15 Lives. 


Fifteen persons were in danger of cre- 
mation in adjoining dwellings at 822 and 
824 Ann avenue at 3:20 Wednesday morning 
by a fire which the. police attribute to 
an incendiary. 

The fire spread so rapidly that those 
in the house were forced to leap from win- 
dows in scant attire. Several were blis- 
tered by the flames before they reached 
safety. No one was seriously injured, 

The dwelling at 822 Ann avenue is owned 
by Fred Treschler, who lives on the grownd 
floor with his seven-year-old con, John, 
and his housekeeper, Mrs. Annie O¢ehler. 

John Lakas ard family occupy the sec- 
ond story and attic. The members of the 
family asleep when the fire broke out were 
Lakas, his sons, Charles, aged 19: Ben, 17: 
Henry, 1%; George, 8 and a daughter, 
Laura, 13. Another daughter, Mrs. Annie 
Rey, spent the night at the home of Mrs. 
Julla Huber, 1914 South Third street. 

The adjoining residence is occupied by 
Mrs. Mary Uxa and her grandson, Frank 
Trainper, Lindsley Coriew and w.®-. 
Mrs. Curlew's two sons and daughter. 

Mrs. Corlew discovered the blaze first 
and gave the alarm. She had been ill and 
restless al) night. About 3:D she 
looked out of her bedroom window, which 
fronts the rear porch and stairway where 
the Lakas family lives, and saw a heavy 
woman in the Lakas kitchen. 

Her first thought was that 
was lighting the gasoline stove 
breakfast. In a moment there was a 
sharp flash, but no explosion, and the 
blaze spread rapidly. Mrs. Corlew screamed 
and awoke her family. The smoke became 
so thick that they made no aitempt to 
save anything, but after shouting to tne 


others in the house, groped down the nar- 
row passageway to the street, 


Fire Gave No 


Time to Dress. 

The Lakas and Treschler familles were 
awakened by the shouts. Lakds sprang 
to the rear stairway, the only means of 
egress, but was driven back by the flames. 

He ran to their rooms and uwakened 
them. They had no opportunity to dress. 

They stepped out on a balcony and leaped 
15 feet to the ground, where they were 
caught by neighbors. Little Henry sprang 
with such haste that no one had an op- 
portunity to catch him. He wag unin- 
jured. 

Charles Lakas was asleep in the attic. 
He sought to escape by the rear stairway, 
but ,the fiames blistered his face and 
hands. He ran back to his bedroom, 
clambered on the windowsill and, jeap- 
ing five feet to the branches of a tree, 
clambered down. 

Treschier, his son and Mrs. Oehler were 
awakened by the noise and tn*v darted out 
of the front door, making cro attempt to 
save any effects. 

Frank Tramper, who slept in the aitic 
of the house at 821 Ann avenue, carried 
his aged grandmother to the street. 

Engine Companies 1], 16, 7. and 1 end 
Salvage Corps No. 2 worked an hour be- 
fore the fire was under control. 

Further indication that the iire was the 
work of an incendiary is ‘he fact that a 
gasoline can, filed with infammable fluid, 
which stood in the Lakas’ dining room 
when the family retired, was found cn the 
rear stairway after the fire was extin- 
guished. It was empty, and the cover had

Treatment of Eight Cases Has Cost the 
City Nearly a Thousand 
Dollars. 


Charles Bottum, aged 7, who lives with 
his parents at 3232 North Broadway, has 
been cured of tetanus at the City Hospital. 

Bottum was taken to the hospital] July 16, 
at the advice of the North End Dispensary 
physician, who had been attending the 
case since July 4, when the boy shot him- 
self with a blank cartridge pistol. 

Tetanus antitoxin was given the child 
from the day he entered the hospital until 
two days ago, when all symptoms of tet- 
anus disappeared. 

The pistol with which the shooting was 
done cost the child's uncle 10 cents; the 
serum cost the oity $175, as it was injected 
every two hours for 10 days, at a cost of 
$17.50 a day. 

The parents of this child had him treated 
at the North End Dispensary within a few 
hours after the accident happened, but in 
spite of the physician's attention. symp- 
toms of tetanus appeared 12 days after the 
accident. 

Owing to the number of deaths from 
blank cartridge pistol wounds every year, 
the dispensary physicians directed Mrs. 
Bottum to bring the boy to the dispensary 
every day, that he might be watched for 
tetanic symptoms. To this precaution the 
mother belleves she owes the life of her 
son, as he was taken to the hospital in 
the preliminary stages of the disease, while 
all the cases that have died at that insti- 


tion from bDieank cartridge wounds have 
come in after the convulsive stage was 
reached. 

This is the second child that has been 
saved by the serum, the other being Raph- 
ael Champagne, who has been discharged 
as cured.

The wonderful monument of municipal incapacity, the new 
City Hall, may be completed before the World’s Fair. If the 
cost does not exceed $150,000 the mayor will order the comple- 
tion of the building at once. 

It is said that exteriorly the new City Hall has a plan, but 
interiorly it is an architectural opportunity. Opportunities of 
other kinds have been found there, but it is ungracious to 
speak of them now. 

It is mow proposed to reduce the interior to a plan. There 
was a City Hall commission, which it appears still survives, 
and it will get up a plan. There have been plans not a few for 
the interior but not any of them are available at this junc- 
ture. When the measurements are taken for the ‘steenth time 
the new plans will be prepared. Then if something doesn’t hap- 
pen to prevent, the walls will be plastered, the floors laid and 
the place made suggestive of something nobler than graft, offi- 
cial incapacity, and public apathy. 

Let us rejoice that the laborious expectations of ten long 
years are about to be crowned with an accomplished fact. The 
fact won’t be a model of architectural beauty and many muni- 
cipal infirmities will be visible in it, but we can at least tell 
the curious inquirer in 1904 that it is finished.

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THE GOVERNMENT MILK REPORT. 

According to a report just published by the Department of 
Agriculture, there are 400 herds of cows in the city limits of 
St. Louis, composed of about 8000 animals. There are 119 
dairy farms, and the city uses 26,375 gallons of milk daily. 

These figures prove how necessary it is that the inspection 
of dairies and the supervision of the milk supply generally 
should be thorough. The Agricultural Department says that 
the inspection of the dairies is not thorough; that the milk 
inspection law is not well enforced. “Many of the city dairies 
are said to be kept in an unsanitary condition, and a consider- 
able portion of their cows are believed to be tuberculous.” 

For the sake of public health, especially that of children, the 
milk inspection law should be rigidly enforced. If the funds 
now provided are not sufficient, they should be increased. A 
milk inspection law that is only partly enforced leaves openings 
for disease and death. The dairies should be as carefully 
watched as the milk that is offered for sale, Good milk can 
hardly be expected from dairies where cows are diseased, or 
kept in foul, crowded buildings. Every tuberculous cow should 
be killed. 

The Post-Dispatch has urged this improvement in the care 
of the public health for years. The city authorities should see 
to it that steps are taken to make milk inspection all that it 
should be. During the World’s Fair year the consumption of 
milk will be largely increased. Now is the time to see that 
the supply shall be as pure as it is possible to make it.

the last resort. Even in the case of chil- 
dren who have committed offenses for 
which they might be sent to a reforma- 
tory, the tendency is toward correction in 
the home. The practice of separating ii- 
legitimate children from their mothers thas 
also been abandoned, and the mother and 
child are sent together to an entirely new 
environment, preferably in the country. 

“My own aim has been not to send a 
child to an institution while there is the 
slightest hope of bullding up the home. We 
desire the readjustment of the delinquent 
or neglected child to society, and to be 
thus readjusted it must some time be 
member of some home. : 

“There is always a temptation to commit 
children to institutions because one knows 
that there they will be well cared for 
while they may have to be watched for 
years if left with their families. Then, too, 
the institutions themselves are anxious to 
be full, so that their immense expendi- 
tures may be as low as possible per capita. 
They do not want to have a single empty 
bed. But the institution destroys the 
child's grip on the life of the world out- 
side, and makes it less capable of com- 
petition with its fellows. It has too much 
done for it to develop properly.” 

In conclusion, Mrs. Glenn observed that 
some of the money expended by institutions 
might be used more advantageously for 
preventive and constructive work in the 
home. Ten years ago, she stated, the cen- 
sus showed that of institutions for chil- 
dren in the United States there were over 
one hundred thousand, with an investment 
of $55,500,000, an annual expenditure of $13,- 
w0,000, and attendants and employes to the 
number of 12.400. All of these institutions 
are working to keep their beds full and 
draw their income from sources that might 
otherwise be available for more desirable 
forms of child saving.

Ginger Apples. 

Two pounds of cooking apples. Peel, core, 
and throw them into cold water. Take the 
weight of the apples, after they are peeled 
and cored, in the weight of loaf sugar, and 
half a pint of water to each pound of su- 
gar. Put the sugar and water in a stew- 
pan, and, when boiling, put in the apples 
and 2% ounces of whole ginger. Let them 
simmer until transparent (the apples 
should be whole). Color the sirup with a 
little cochineal. This should be served cold, 


with custard or cream. 


Of Enameled Ware. 

Concerning enameled utensils, I would 
say that ‘‘seconds’’ means in enameled 
utensils merely chipped or otherwise not 
commercially perfect ‘“‘prima’ ware. After 
the ware comes out of the muffle it is 
sorted in the two grades. The chemicals 
in both arethe same. Practically all the 
“cheap’’ bargains in enamel are lead 
enamels. This accounts for trouble. The 
lead is dissolved by acids (fruit and vine- 
gar boiling in such enamel ware, and en- 
tering the stomach, causing in time symp- 
toms of lead poisoning. A primitive way 
to find out (in the kitchen) whether lead 
is present in larger quantities is to clean 
the ware from fats, etc.; drop a whole 
broken egg on the enamel and note within 
twenty-four hours whether a blackish dis- 
coloration of the enamel is noticeable. If 
so, throw the pot away and buy a good 
grade—not a bargain. 

Another fact, not generally known, Is 
that all enameled pots are spoiled by boil- 
ing therein liquids containing much free 

as sal soda—cheap soaps— 


alkalies, such 
Pegman green soaps, etc. You will no- 
tice e gloss is quickly gone and the 


enamel looks dull. Enamel ware should be 
“slowly’’ heated and cooled, and not han- 
died as a sledge hammer is, because it is 
merely a soft glass sticking to the iron or 
steel. Don't leave food therein unless, in- 
deed, you are sure that the enamel is 
free from lead. 

In Europe the governments do not allow 
lead enamels for cooking vessels. Here, 
of course, anything “‘goes’’ as long as it is 
“cheap’'’—and lead enamels are “cheaper’’ 
than all others, which explains everything. 


Mixed Pickles. 

String beans cut into inch lengths; cut 
caullflower in clusters; skin tiny button 
onions; wash and wipe the smallest cucum- 
bers. Pack all down in a stone jar, then 
cover with cold brine that will bear up an 
ege. Leave the pickles in this for three 
days, stirring up from the bottom of the 
jar twice a day. Drain and pour cold wa- 
ter over them and stand in a cool place for 
24 hours longer. Drain and pack the vege- 
tables in quart jars. Have ready boiling 
vinegar, in which have been boiled for 10 
minutes a dozen each of whole cloves and 
peppercorns, four blades of mace and two 
teaspoonfuls of mustard seed. Fill the jars 
with. boiling vinegar, add a tablespoonful of 
sugar for each quart of vinegar and screw 
on the covers. Stand for three months be- 
fore using.
